While Dinneen was at his house he 
required a nurse day and night. He 
came to partial consciousness on Sun- 
day following the Tuesday on which 
he was hurt.

ArroRorao to Leigh, a bettor method 


:>f producing a liroaubc.lt than thu usual 
American double leather belting sewed 
together—n method by which tho arti- 
cle can be made with the greatest case, 


if any thickness or width, perfectly 
vi|ual*in texture throughout, and alike 
on both side.1)—consists In cutting up 
the hide into strips the width of tlie in- 
tended thickness of the belt, and setting 
them on edge, these strips to have holes 
punched in them about one-eighth of 
an inch in dwmetur and ouc inch apart; 
nails made of round wire, clinched up 
at one end for a head and flattened at 
the other, are used for fastening the 
leather strips together. Each nailis in 
this co.su half tho width of the intended 
bull, and after the strips urc all built 
upon thu nails, the ends of the latter 
are turned down and diivcn into the 
leather, thus making a firm strajt, with- 
out any kind of ounu'nt, splicmgs, or 
itnilar treatment. Wfon a strap made 
in accordance with this plan requires to 
bo tightened, it is only necessary to 
take it auundcr at the step Hues of tlie 
splice, cut off from each end of tlie strap 
what is required, and piece up again 
with wire nails or laces, going entirely 
through the strap. 


A PITTOBUKUH (['a.) dispatch of 


January 2 says tho iron manufacturers 
Inaugurated the new year with an ad- 
vance of one-half cent per pound in 
the card rate for iron. Th'c mills are 
all in operation. The advance in- 
creases the wages of puddlers from 
$5.50 to $6, in accordance with tho 
sliding scale. Prominent manufact- 
urers are apprehensive that prices will 
become inflated, and that then there 
will be a disastrous reaction. It is the 
belief that fancy prices cannot be 
maintained 
long. The outlook for 


business is better than it hufl been for 
thirty years. It is thought that tho 
firms opposing the Increase have large 
contracts on hand at present prices; 
in fact, it is known that one firm 
booked orders ahead for 1,300,000 
tons. The boom has evidently not 
spent its force. Ores arc abundant. 
While the importation of foreign ore 
IMH not in the least hurt the trade, ,it 
has tended to a livelier business. Pig- 
iron is now $40, and will likely reaeli 
84ft. The extraordinary advance in 
raw mnturiabi necessitates this ad- 
vance, but producers fear that idle and 
bankrupt mills will start up, flood tho 
market and cause serious results. 
It 


is believed that steel rails will advance 
to $i)0. 


The Annual Kings of Trees. 


DOES iv single zone of wood invaria- 


bly indicate the entire annual growth 
of a tree? This is a question that has 
not jet been satisfactorily answered. 
Generally speaking, the number of con- 
crete rings present in a cross section of 
a trunk will aflord a tolerably correct 
idea of the age of that part of tho trunk 
from which that section is taken. To 
obtain, UK nearly as possible, the age of 
a tree, the section must of course be 
taken from the base of the trunk. 
It 


is not easy, however, to prove whether 
two or more rings are sometimes formed 
in the trunk of a tree in one year, be- 
cause it would be necessary to know be- 
forehand the exact age of the tree, and 
cut the tree down to determine the 
point. Several writers have given it as 
their opinion that Wo rings were oc- 
casionally formed in one year, caused 
b£ an interruption and resumption of 
growth. Somu,of tfioni agree tb«t when 
there are two rings formed in one sea- 
son thcv »re not s» sharply defined as 
when tficre it only cue 5n each season. 
Last season Mr. L. Kny made some ob- 
servations in England with a view of 
obtaining some more satisfactory and 
positive results than previous writers 
had placed on record. At t ho end of 
June he completely stripped » number 
of young trees of their leaves, thinking 
he would bo able to determine the 
point from their autumn shoot, but 
being in nursery quarter they made too 
little growth for the Purpose. 
But 


nature heinelf gave him tno best oppor- 
tunity. The caterplWers stripped n 
large number of trees of tfioir foliage 
about the fame time, anfloiany of them 
made strong autumn Bbooto, no that Mr. 
Kuy was able to determine, that, in 
some instances at least, "a second dis- 
tinct ring is formed ta. one summer, and 
these rings are sharply defined and as 
distinct from each; outer CM the autvbun 
growth 'of one years ring; Oft thVother 
hand he observed a noteworthy differ- 
ence in the degree «f distinctness in 
different .species of trees,' and in tho 
same tree at different heights, and even 
in the same internode. Moreover, 
there was a difference in the degree of 
distinctness of the two rjltes on the 
upper and under sides of the horizontal 
branches of the Hue.

Of course these injured beings nove 


do anything to provoke injury. Tho 
never insinuate or whine; they neve 
openly or underhaiidedly ahargu the in 
noceut with outrage; they never wear 
tho patient with complaining, or repa 
good intentions with unceasing « 
proach, or "nag" 
the worm till i 


turns; they never abuse anybody' 
friends; they never criticise anybody' 
person; they never make themselve 
so disagreeable that people avoid them 
and escape them in self-defense; nn 
they are never by auy means so tuso 
lent over imaginary injuries that it be 
comes impossible" for those having an 
self-respect at all to explain tho cii 
oumstances and da away with th 
error; they never in effect do anytuin 
but conduct themselves like sufforin 
saints waiting for their translation. 


Why, then, it may be asked, sh'oul 


anybody wont to injure them? Bu 
there is the mystery, the problem the 
are always trying to solve, and whos 
solution, though they reach it in twcnt; 
•ways, will never be other thart to th 
satisfaction of their sell-esteem; an 
they invariably fall back on a comfort- 
ing belief that they receive the injur 
because of their superior virtues, graces 
beauties or position. 


These people, it may be ;.seeu, are i 
o.sscssed of a singular sort of folly, if 
may bo so mildly denominated, and 
bo not in reality an idiosyncrasy bor- 
cring on the nature of insanity. There 
> wi^tlom, ortiiiuucily ill doing the ut- 
most dp luivo the '.world believe you to 
0 well thought of, hold in esteem, and 
routed wilhJionsidufttion. If peopl* 
1 gone nil onyervo that you have tho 
ounlenanco of others, you arc tolerably 
lire to stand well in thoir favor; but if 
thers arc found to regard you as worth 
otliing bnl injury, the natural infer- 
nco may bo that nothing but injury is 
what you duservo. It is only the l>eg- 
jrars that exhjbjt their sores; and those 
luitlmve any common sense with "flier!" 
unity, and wish tho world to hold 
vhatovor is said or thought of them of 
onscqncncc, instead of parading tho 
il eonooit that others have of them, 
vill take every opportunity of making 
uanifost precisely the contrary, and 
welling thoir self-importance by tho 
nouns of it. But no such idea enters 
he minds of thoso unfortunates; -their 
unity foods on their martyrdom. 
It is not always, cither, that they are 


,ntiroly satisfied with tho ills they have; 
hey would liko to fancy themselves re- 
viving some positive and tremendous 
vrong. If somebody would slap their 
acos, they would have real exultation; 
f they could only bo turned out of 
louse and homo, it would bo triumph; 
f thoir wives would run away, if thoir 
lusbands would try to take their livos, 
>liss—bliss, that is", of their melancholy 
ind—could hardly go farther with 


them. 


In what the enjoyment of this sort of 


emotion consists it is not easy to say, 
lor ovon to imagine. If it wore iu the 
exhibition to spectators of tho patience 
ind meekness and fortitude with which 
;he wrongs, real or imaginary, are 
sornp, one might gather some corapro- 
:ionsion of it, in view of tho solf-eoni- 
)laecney gratified by such exhibition. 
l$ut as the spectators sec nothing of the 
sort, but, on the other hand, see every 
opposite method used—not fortitude, 
Jut whines, not meekness, but defiance, 
and no other patience than that simu- 
lated sort which is u mockery of those 
whom it accuses—it remains something 
as yet unexplained why there are peo- 
ple in tho world who love to bo injured. 
nnd who arc happier the more injured 
they are—people who know that no- 
body possesses such power of croatiiiji 
intense discomfort in tho hearts and 
souls of thoso that moan to do right as 
themselves, such power to annoy, to 
humble, to worry, to sadden, to distress 
in every way, and who do not hesitate 
to exercise the power to its fullest ex- 
tent, till one is ready to declare that 
there is no such imp of torment in any 
home as one of these saints and martyrs.

How Celluloid IH Made. 


I)u. W. H. WAUL tolls in tho Joiirnn 


of Industry what collulyid is and how it 
is made. Briefly defined, celluloid, lit, 
says, is a species of solidified collodion 
produced 
by 
dissolving guu-cottoi 


(pyroxylin) in camphor with tho aid o 
heat and pressure. Tho gun-cotton is 
ground in water to a lino pulp in n roa 
chine similar to that used in grinding 
paper pulp. The pulp is then sub 
footed to powerful pressure in a pcrfor 
ated vessel to extract the bulk of th( 
moisture, but still leaving it slightl; 
moist for tho next operation. 
This 


consists in thoroughly incorporating 
finely comminuted gum camphor will 
tho moist gun-cotton pulp. Tho pro 
portions employed are said to bo one 
part by weight of camphor to two part 
by weight ol tho pulp. Witii this mix 
lure any coloring matters required cm 
now bo incorporated. Tho next step i. 
to subject the'moss to powerful press 
ure in order to expel from it tho ro 
maining traces of moisture and inoi 
dentally to efleot also tho more intimate 
contact of tho camphor with the pulp 
The dried and compressed mass is nex 
placed in a mold, opon at the top, into 
which fits a solid plunger. A hcav; 
hydraulic pressure is brought to boa 
upon the plunger, and at the same tim( 
tho mixture is heated by means of a 
steam jacket surrounding the vessel U 
a temperature of about throe hundre< 
degrees Fahrenheit. When tho mass i 
taken out of tho press it hardens, an< 
acquires tho extraordinary toughnos 
ana elasticity which are the distinguish 
ing characteristics of this rcmarkabU 
product. Celluloid is very largely usc( 
as a substitnfo for ivory, which is imi 
tatod with great success. 
Tortoise 


shell, malachite, inother-of-pearl, cora 
and othor costly and elegant materials 
arc also so successfully imitated that ai 
export can hardly detect tho origimi 
from the copy. Celluloid is also uaei' 
as a substitute for porcelain in th 
manufacture of dolls, which will staiK 
a good deal of rough usage withon 
breaking. Quito recently, too, it hiu 
boon combined with linen, and used fo 
shirt-bosoms, cuffs and collars.

Tills famous bird is common in neur- 


y all parts of Europe. U haunts woods, 
nickels and garden*. It migrates in 
winter into Egypt and Syria. It has 
jocn soon'among tho willows of Jordan 
ind the olive-trees of Judca. In no 
•art of Europe is it moro common 
bun in Spain or Italy; but oven in 
lie.so southern regions tho bird is mi- 
gratory, 


The nightingale is shy in its habits. 


Its nost is placed low, and hidden from 
view. Its eggs, live in number, are of 
in olive-brown. Ils food consists ol 


eels. In color it i* brawn with a 


reddish tinge on the bank ami tail. 


As a songster, tho bird is unsur- 


passed. Though ils notes are heard at 
ntervals during the day, they are 
liourod forth in their greatest perfec- 
lion on quiet evenings, an hour or two 
ifler sunset; and when the moon is 
nearly full, and the weather is serene, 
tho melodious song of the nightingale 
may bo heard till midnight. 


The lalo Bishop Stanley, of England, 


B;ives an account of ono "that he raised 
from tho nost. It was kept in a cage 
two years; then tho cage was hung up 
opon at the door, and llio bird was al- 
lowed to go out. 


At first it returned regularly every 


evening. As tho season advanced, it 
sometimes staid out nil night in tho 
garden; but, if called by some ouo 
.vhose voice it knew, it would return, 
and feed from his hand. 


In tho autumn, as the evenings got 


cool, it returned to its eago again oe- 
foro nightfall. It was taken as usual 
into thu house, and was kept there for 
tho winter.

Professor Proctor's Theory of the De- 


struction of Sodom and Uomorrah. 


Mil. PKOCTOH writes: "Tho idea that 


Sodom and Gomorrah may have boon 
destroyed by meteoric downfall is not 
altogether u now ono. 1 advanced it, 
but not very seriously, several years 
ago in the English Mwhanif, and it was 
talven u)i quite soriotisly by an ingen- 
ious, though rather fiery, correspond- 
ent of tho journal, Mr. K. L. Garbett, 
tho well-known architect. Ho toon up 
tho theory precisely in the form in 
which I had, half jestingly, suggested 
it—that tho meteor system which pro- 
duced the dostrtiet ion of the cities of 
tho plain was the so-called November 
system, which at that remote dato 
would have been a Sentonber system. 
It can bo shown that Tcmpel's comet, 
in whoso track tho November meteors 
travel, must have passed near, and may 
have passed very near indeed to tho 
earth, at about tho timo which tradi- 
tion assigns to tho destruction of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 
Moreover there can 


bo little doubt that tho comet's mc- 
loor-lrain was then far more compact 
than it is at present. 
Again, it is cer- 


tain that among the meteors of tho No- 
vember system aro many which far ex- 
ceed in si/o thoso seen during tho dis- 
play of November i:t-14, 1866; for 
during the display of November 19-14, 
1888, Homo of the falling stars wore 
bright enough to cause distinct shad- 
ows to be thrown. Supposing the mo- 
1 oors forming llio comet it soli, or very 
near to the comet, to be larger yet, 
thcv would probablv bo able to break 
thoir way through the, air as the larger 
meteorites do, uud if strewn witli pro- 
portionate density, so as to fall in Un- 
iform of 
a compact stream, they 


would 
descend 
as 
a 
very 
de- 


structive 
shower 
upon 
whatever 


part of tho earth's surface happened 
to bo most fully exposed to I hem. Now 
it happens, strangely enough, that ut 
tho timo mentioned in the verse you 
quote—'The sun was risen upon the 
earth when Lot entered intoZoar; then 
tho Lord rained upon Sodom and (10- 
niorrnh brimstone and lite from tho 
Lord out of Heaven'—the destroyed 
cities lay almost centrally on thai disk 
of the earth which was turned toward 
tho 'radiant' of (he Novmlier meteors. 
If over a special and not very large dis- 
trict of tho earth coiiW bo so rained 
upon by meteors thai towns in it could 
bo destroyed the catastrophe would 
unquestionably be attended by just such 
circumstances as these —that is, the re- 
gion would bo as fully an pofesible ex- 
posed to tho hail of meteors, and this 
hail would bo a,s heavy as possible, 
which would re-quire that either the- 
comet itself or apart of it« metoor train 
^el•y close to the, comet should bu tho 
source of tho meteoric hail. In tho 
cas« supposed, tho velocity you havo 
mentioned would bo far exceeded; for 
nol only does the earth herself spued 
along around the sun at tho rate of 
eleven hundred miles per minute, or 
more thrill eighteen miles per second, 
but tho November iriotnors tmvol with 
a greater velocity—about twenty-four 
miles por uoeond—meeting her alrnosl 
full till, so that wohuye for the velocity 
with which tho metoois rH-Oi through 
the air somelhing liko forty miles per 
second. 
Add to this thai when the 


meteors of November l-'!-14, 180ti, were 
examined with tho spectroscope th<» 
element which was found to be most 
largely present was sodium, tho chief 
component of our common salt, whence- 
may bo derived a 'naturalized' expla- 
nation of tho fate of Lot's wife. Thoso 
who take an interest in this theory of 
tho destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah might possibly manage to nnd 
some evidence of heavy meteoric "own- 
fall iu that part of the earth. 
The 


search would be as likely 10 be reward- 
ed with success as that which my es- 
teemed friend the Abbe -Moign»*as 
suggested should bo made for the char- 
iots? etc., of the destroyed army of 
Pharaoh."

milk, one teacupful flour, two-thirds 
teacupful molasses, a little salt, oue 
teaspoonful saleratus, one egg, beaten ; 
leave it so thin that it will almost run; 
bake in a tin. If it is not light it will 
be because it is made too thick. 


—Sour milk is one of tho best feeds 


for poultry, especially for young chick- 
ens, that can be given thorn, and we 
fear its value is not fully realized by 
those generally who keep poultry in the 
country, as wo are satisfied much rof- 
nso milk goes to waste that might be 
given the Jions as well as not. i oung 
chicks thrive wonderfully upon a diet 
of sour milk, and it may bo given 
them in place of water to great advan- 
tage.— N. Y. Herald.' 


—Minced Turkey.—Take tho remains 


of cold turkey and cut into very small 
pieces; weight perhaps half a pound. 
1'ako half the amount in cold potatoes 
and cut also in pieces tho same as the 
turkey. Put on tho liro in a saucepan, 
with an ounce of butter and one small 
spoonful of Hour. 
Stir with a wooden 


spoon until it bubbles, when pour ou 
one gill of boiling milk or cream; add 
tho turkey and potatoes, n little salt, 
pepper and nutmeg. Serve very hot 
for breakfast, 


—The secret, of keeping butter lies in 


working tho buttermilk well out of it. 
When good butter becomes rancid from 
keeping it is safe to allirm that the but- 
termilk was not all worked out at tho 
time of packing down. It is not nec- 
essary to over salt butler in order to 
keep it sweet. Wull-modo butter, firm- 
ly packed in stone jars, covered with a 
piece of muslin on 
which suit is 


sprinkled, and tho jar then made air- 
tight, will bo just as sweet at the end 
of six months sis at the time of making. 
—N. Y. Herald. 


—Let tho laying hens run at will in 


the barnyard. They find grass seeds, 
partially digested grain and lots of 
maggots, and so require less feeding. 
If you expect eggs this cold weather 
don't forget to give them a hot mash in 
tho morning. Keep a big iron pot hid- 
den under the kitchen table, and into it 
throw parings of all kinds, all sorts of 
table refuse, and lill up with small pota- 
toes. Cook until very soft and keep it 
on the back of the range all night, in 
order to have it warm in the morning. 
Before feeding mash all well, and stir in 
bran, menl or middlings.—Poultry Jour. 


—A very excellent pickle for meat of 


all kinds may be prepared by the use of 
tho following ingredients: 'Iwo gallons 
of water, three pounds of salt, one 
pound of sugar, one pound of saltpeter, 
and one ounce of potash. 
In this ratio 


the pickle may bo increased to any 
amount desired. If all the above sub- 
stances arc pure there is no necessity 
for boiling them. As they are liable to 
contain impurities, however, it is hotter 
to boil them and skim off tho substances 
that rise to the surface of the liquid. 
After the boiling and skimming, the 
pickle should remain in some vessel 
till it becomes cool and all tho heavy 
impurities settle to the bottom. Meat 
to bo preserved in pickle should be 
packed close in the barrel or cask, and 
should be kept in place by a perforated 
board or slats nailed together and held 
down by a Hat stone or other weight. 
The pickle should bo in snllicient quan- 
tity to cover the meat. If at any time 
small bits of meat rise to tho surface, 
they should bo removed, as they arc 
liable to become rancid by contact 
with the air, and convey a biid taste to 
the brino and the meat contained in it. 
If tho picklo becomes bloody at the end 
of eight or ten days it should be poured 
off and rebelled. 
After it becomes 


clear by boiling and skimming, it 
should bo allowed to cool, when it may 
again bo poured over the meat.—Chi- 
cago Times. 


Preparing Poultry for Market. 


FOWLS should not have access to feed 


for from twelve to eighteen hours be- 
fore killing. This may be accomplished 
by putting tho fowls to bo killed in an 
enclosure by themselves for that length 
of time. No more fowls should bo 
killed at once than can be dressed bo- 
fore they get too cold. They are much 
more easily picked while warm. There 
arc different methods of killing fowls— 
good, bad and indifferent. One method, 
much practiced, is to have a suitable 
Dloek of wood in some convenient 
place; grasp the fowl lirmlyby the legs 
with one hand, and with a sharp ax— 
sometimes a dull one—sever the head 
from its body at. a single blow—if two 
or more are not required. When this 
is accomplished, tho fowl is left to 
thrash around on the ground, getting 
its feathers all besmeared with blood 
and dirt. This is tho bad method of 
killing poultry. 
There are a great 


many indifferent methods and some 
very good ones. Inasmuch as indiffer- 
ent methods of killing fowls are matters 
of utter indifterenco to the readers of 
agricultural papers, I shall puss them 
by, and endeavor to give a few practi- 
cal suggestions that may load to some 
slight improvement in dressing poultry. 
One method of killing chickens is to 
take the bird by tho head and swing the 
body around two or throe times rather 
quickly, which breaks the vertebras and 
causes death speedily. Another is to 
give the fowl a sharp blow on the back 
of the neck with a mnall stick; this also 
causes death. Still another is to rim a 
sharp penknife up through tho roof of 
tho fowl's mouth, penetrating tho brain 
apd causing death almost instantly. 
The method of killing poultry that suits 
me best and one in no way objection- 
able, is to tie the fowl's logs together 
and hang it up, head downward, and 
with a sharp knife make a slit through 
its neck in such a manner as to pierce 
the principal vein. When the killing is 
performed in this manner, the, fowl Is 
thoroughly bled, and with birds whose 
feathers arc valuable, it is the best pos- 
sible method of killing. The feathers 
arc perfectly clean and not disagreea- 
ble to handle. 


There is another advantage in favor 


of this method and one which will bear 
mentioning; and that is, that in fowls 
whose heads have boon cut oft, tho skin 
on the neck is drawn away down, 
which, to say the least, does not im- 
prove the appearance of the fowl. 
In 


the method which I have suggested, all 
this is avoided by first dressing the 
birds and then cutting off the heads be- 
fore going to market. Even thon, if 
the skin has a tendency to draw away 
from the neck, it can be tied over the 
latter. 


The fowls should be picked while yet 


warm. They should be picked dry, if 
it can bo done without tearing the skin. 
If this is tender and liable to be torn, 
which always spoils tho appearance of 
poultry, then a single dip in scalding 
water for barely an uistont will prove a 
certain remedy. Scalding rather im- 
proves th« aspect of poultry, giving, I 
think, a fresher and better appearance 
to the fowl than if it were omitted.' 
Some fowls, as geese and ducks, it will 
be found necessary' to singe, in order to 
remove the fine downy feathers which 
can be removed in no other way. This 


is accomplished by making n good blaze 
with a quantity of paper, and then tak- 
ing the fowl by the legs and neck and 
turning it once around in the blaze. A 
single instant will bo found sufficient, 
and there will be no appearance of 
smoking; or' scorching. 


After being picked, the fowl should 


bo " drawn ;"that is, tho inside should 
be removed. Tho heart and liver and 
the gizzard, after having been cleansed, 
should be replace.il. This is an oiiem- 
tion that should bo performed with 
great care. It is only necessary to 
make an opening large enough to in- 
sert tho two forefingers. I have seen 
fowls almost mined by "boggling" done 
in dressing. I have this much to say 
in reference to "drawing" a fowl — 
that no amount of instruction will 
take the place of actual experience. 
Too much care cannot be observed in 
order to prevent tho fowl from lo )king 
"mussy." 
This is ono of the coses 


where neatness "tells." 
After the 


fowls tiro drawn, they should bo pre- 
pared for market. It is hardly possi- 
ble they will bo marketed the sarno 
day they are dressed; at least they 
should not be, as they arc not nice to 
handle. Take the larger birds, such as 
geeso and turkeys; tic their legs to- 
gether to facilitate hanging up; puss a 
cord around the body, confining the 
wings close lo it. This will very much 
improve the appearance of the fowl in 
market and make it much easier to 
pack, if it is desirable to do so. 
After 


this has been all attended to and the 
fowl has been well washed, both inside 
and out, with warm water, and rinsed 
in clear, cold water, it should bo hung 
up in some cold room and allowed both 
to drip and stifl'en. 


If the fowls are to be sold to private 


customers, too much care cannot be 
exorcised in preparing a good article 
in a neat manner. Purchasers are apt 
to take notice of carelessness and are 
also siu-e to know when they have re- 
ceived a poor article. Let the fowl 
be a good ono and soil it for just what 
it is. Do not sell a five-year-old gob- 
bler for a young turkey. Prepare tho 
birds nicely, and if there is any profit 
in tho business poultry handled in this 
manner will be protty apt to realize 
it. 
If tho fowls are connigned to 


commission men or jobbers let the 
same care be observed in preparing 
them for market. 
They should be 


closely and carefully packed in boxes 
or barrels and consigned to none but 
reliable dealers. And hoi-o the same 
good faith should bo observed. Tho 
farmer should resist the temptation to 
slip in a poor fowl with tho good 
ones. 
No box or barrel of fowls 


should be shipped without marking in 
plain letters the name of the consignee 
on tho package, 
I think that poultry 


dressed and marketed in the manner 
I have suggested will be found rea- 
sonably profitable.— at least such has 
been my experience. — Cor. Itural New 
Yorker.

She understands how 
to deal with chronic boarders, aud to 
make them sons by adoption la no part 
of her business. 


It is the chronic boarder that pays 


the best, and well they know it. Hr 
takes pot-luck, and never complains 
Expostulation on his part affords no 
remedy for evils that way exist. He 
known that he has to eat to live, and 
that home comforts have no place ii 
the avenige boarding house; so, hav 
ing to accept the inevitable, he, with a 
reckless determination, joins the gar 
rlson, and immediately redoubles hi 
efforts to (Uncover a girl who can cook 
a beefsteak to suit him, and is willing 
to have him. 


The successful boarding-house keep- 


er, if a woman, is a very peculiar per 
son. 
Very affable at times, and great 


ly given to affectation. 
S!io finds faul 


with her butcher in the prcstuce o 
her boarders, and finds fault with hi 
bills lu presence ol himself. She lia, 
great control over her l.iciul muscle 
in carving a not overly twnder roast 
She possesses an extraordinary f»itl 
in the virtues of fried onions, and i 
convinced that five oysters is all th 
human stomach can be coaxed to re- 
ceive. She has an unshaken belief i 
the fllling-up qualities of boiled bean 
and hominy, and the mollifyluK intlu 
ence of cold water for dinner the yea 
round. 


She puls more faith in the coffeepo. 


than the cofft-e she puts into it, I have 
no reason to doubt, for the concoction 
is such as would spread a seven days' 
gloom over a crew of Arctic mariners.
